Khedive Sends His Carriage. 

At 3 o’clock the Khédive’s state car- 
riage arrived. ‘This honor is paid only 
to royalty. The Master of Ceremonies 
to the Khédive explained the Court eti- 
quette, and then Col. Roosevelt and Mr. 
Iddings took seats in the landau bear- 
ing the Khédival arms, which was 
drawn by two spirited Arab horses, and 
drove rapidly to the Abdine Palace, 

The people lined the sidewalks along 
the streets, removing their tarbooshes 
and bowing a courtesy, which Col. 
Roosevelt returned. 

The British soldiers stationed before 
the headquarters of the army of occu- 
pation saluted as the carriage, preceded 
by an outrider on a white stallion and 
wearing a red tarboosh, dark-blue coat 
with cartridge belt running from shoul- 
der to breast, buff trousers, and boots, 
entered the Abdine Square. 

Immediately there was a fanfare of 
trumpets, and the Khédivial guard, uni- 
formed in rea@ tarbooshes, dark-blue 
coats, and light-blue trousers with red 
stripes, presented arms. Col. Roose- 
velt raised his hat in return. As he de- 
scended from the carriage numerous 
policemen standing at the entrance to 
the palace gave the military salute, 
which was returned. 

Col. Roosevelt never looked better. He 
had had his hair trimmed, which made 
him appebr years younger, and he wore 
a frock coat and high hat for the first 
time since he left New York.

SPOILS LUSITANIA RECORD. 


Fog Holds Liner in Quarantine After 
an Exceptional Voyage. 





The Cunard liner Lusitania, on which 
are Sir Ernest and Lady Shackleton, was 
down at Quarantine in the fog last night. 
Had it not been for the mist that held 
her back she would have broken all rec- 
ords} and landed her passengers before 
midnight. _ 7 

A wireless dispatch received by the 
Cunard Line yesterday from Capt. Charles 
says that the liner had passed Nantucket 
at 12:43 P, M., and he expected to reach 
the Ambrose Channel Lightship at 17:45, 
and land his passengers about 10 o’clock. 
Till noon yesterday the Lusitania had 
averaged 26.05 knots, against the 20.01 
made last voyage by the Mauretania over 
the long course. Her runs on Wednesday 
and yesterday were 656 and 605 miles, re- 
spectively. The high speed made by the 
liner bears out the statement made last 
voyage in New York by Chief Officer Mc- 
Niel that, with her new propellers, the 
Lusitania would prove to be a faster ship 
than the Mauretania. 

Sir Ernest Shackleton, the noted ant- 
arctic explorer, who is accompanied by 
Lady Shackleton, is coming here to re- 
ceive a gold medal and to deliver a series 
of lectures on his south pclar expedition.

RUINED HERE BY GAMBLERS. 


Bankrupt Providence Glove Dealer 
Tells of Losing $11,000 Since January.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., March 24.—Joseph 
A. Wolf, a Westminster Street glove 
dealer, under examination in bankruptcy 
proceedings here to-day, attributed his 
financial condition to the fact that New 
York gambling houses had taken $11,000 
from him since Jan. 5 of the present year. 
Wolf was examined before Chester W. 
Barrows, referee in bankruptcy. 

Wolf said his first trip to New York 
was made on Jan. 5, and he stayed until 
the 7th. On the evening of Jan. 6 he 
said he lost $3,800 in a place in West 
Thirtieth Street. He said he went again 
on Jan, 11, and in three hours’ play at 
roulette that evening he ‘Kist $4,200 in a 
place in Forty-first Street, near Broad- 
way. 

The third time he went to New York 
in January he stayed from the 24th to 
the 26th and lost $2,200 or $2,300 in a 
gambling place in Forty-fifth Street, near 
Broadway. 

When asked for a description of some 


of the laces where he had lost his 
money Mr. Wolf was unable to give their 
exact location, but said that there were 
collar and cuff stores in front of some of 
them and a tobacco store in front of: an- 
other. 

Previous to his trips to New York in 
January, according to Wolf’s testimony, 
he had visited a hotel in Broadway, New 
York, and lost between $100 and $250 at 
roulette. In four days in New York in 
February he said he lost $400 in a place 
in Lenox Avenue, In which neighborhood, 
he said, there were a large number of 
gambling places. , Wolf also said that 
he had gambled a little in Greenwich and 
Narragansett Pier.

Velocity Is Increasing and Many Peas- 
ants’ Houses Have Been Buried. 
CATANIA, Sicily, March 24.—Mount 

Etna, whose eruptions in the past have 
wrought great destruction, is again in a 
violent state of activity. A pronounced 
movement within the crater began last 
evening, steadily ‘increasing in volume, 
and to-night the gravest fears are enfer- 
tained as to the results if the eruption 
continues in its present form. 

Teh lava flow has already reached the 
vineyards above San Leo and Rinazzo, 
7 miles from the crater, and has buried 
a large number of peasants’ houses. It 
came ih several streams and united in one 
great mass about 20-feet in hefght and 
1,500 feet wide. Its velocity was esti- 
mated at three or four feet a minute, 
varying according to the condition of the 
ground. To-day this mighty wall of lava 
was not more than five miles _from 
Belpasso and Nicolosi. 

The meteorological station on the 
mountain side has been destroyed, anqd 
the village of Borrello is in serious dan- 
ger, The people, terror-stricken, are 
flying ‘from their homes. The earth 
shocks have reached about fifty in num- 
ber, and there is a continuous vibration 
and trembling for many miles around. 
Everywhere the villagers are carrying 
{mages in procession and imploring mer- 
cy. Twelve new craters have been opened 
up. 

Help for the people of the devastated 
region*is being organized here. <A de- 
tachment of soldiers and a large number 
of engineers and doctors have gone for- 
yard. ‘The prefect of Catania, returning 
from the scene this evening, said: 

‘““T have witnessed a spectacle of deso- 
lation and ruin which only thése who saw 
the eruption of Vesuvius in 1906 can im- 
agine. The present eruption can be com- 
pared to no other.”’ 

The authorities have issued orders that 
no one shall be permitted to go beyond 


Belpasso and soldiers have been ‘stationed | 


at various points to see that these or- 
ders are obeyed. The village of Borrello 
is surrounded by the lava and the in- 
habitants have fled to Belpasso. 

Prof. Ricco, Director of Mount Etna 
Observatory, ,said to-night: 

, The eruption is very grave and I 
think it will become much more serious. 
The lava has covered five miles in six- 
teen hours, and if my calculations are 
right the eruption of the volcano will 
not be short.” 

Dr. Walter Craven, an Englishman, 
after his return to-day from Nicolosi, 
where he made photographs of the lava, 
said: " 
‘Horrible detonations made the ground 
tremble under my feet, and.it was im- 
possible to keep the camera steady for 
more than a moment.”

Mr. Clayton said that the Sims 
proposition was a mere matter of detail 
and was superfluous, since the Demo- 
crats and the insurgents now hold the 
balance of power in the House and can 
overthrow the new Committee on Rules 
at anv time that its actions are not pleas- 
ing to the insurgent-Democratic major- 
itv. 

Nevertheless, when the caucus. ad- 
journed, Mr. Sims announced that he 
would proceed at once to circulate a call 
for another caucus to consider the sub- 
ject of his resolution. Only twenty-five 
signatures under the rules are required 
to compel the holding of another caucus, 
and the Sims supporters polled 39 votes 
on the adjournment test. 

The six Republicans chosen tn the canu- 
cus of that party last night, Dalzell of 
Fennsylvania, Smith of Iowa, lawrence 
of Massachusetts, Fassett of New York, 
Smith of California, and Boutell of Illi- 
nois, with the four Democrats named to- 
night, will probably be formally elected 
as the Committee on Rules to-morrow 
Chainp Clark said to-night that the elec- 
tion in all probability will be by unani- 
mous consent. 

Already there is talk of increasing the 
number of members to eleven, so as to 
provide an odd number to avold tie votes. 
This talk, however, has not crystallized 
into any definite shape, and {ff any such 
movement is made it will not be at this 
session of Congress. It is expected that 
Mr. Dalzell wil be selected as Chair- 
man, because of his seniority of service 
on the committee. While ona of the most 
intimate friends and stanchest supporters 
of Speaker Cannon, he was not originally 
appointed to the commij{tee by Mr. Can- 
non, his selection dating back to Speaker 
Reed. 


PANIC OVER NEW ENGLAND. 
Republicans Fear Great Democratic 
Gains There Next Fall.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—New Eng- 
land Republicans in Congress who have 
heard from their districts since Tuesday’s 
Congressional election in the urteenth 
Massachusetts District, which resnlted in 
a Democratic sweeh, are in a state of 
mind to-night fairly bord¢ring on panic. 
They now admit that the reason for the 
great Democratic vote was dissatisfaction 
with thé Republican Party generally and 
especially with the tariff and the high 
cost of living, and that the vote on Tues- 
day was a genuine indication of the sent}- 
ment all over that part of the counify. 

The situation in New England is Such 
that one prominent New lTnglander con- 
fessed to-day to a far that New Hamp- 
shire would elect a Democratic Governor 
next Fall. If he had prophesied the fall 
of the heavens he could not more clearly 
pave betrayed his agitation. 

This fear is similar to the feeling of a 
number of other New Englanders -with 
regard to the approaching Congressional] 
elections. Some of them have admitted 
to-day that in all probability other New 
Sngland districts as solidly Republican 
heretofore as the Fourteenth Massachu- 
setts will return Democrats in November. 

Oné of the best-informed New England 
Republicans in Congress, himself a Massa- 
chusetts man, said to-day he expected Mr. 
Foss do run for the Governorship of 
Massachusetts next Fall and to be elected.

Down Comes a Daring Trapezist, 





Unnerving Fellow Performers 


for Just a Moment. 





THREE MOREFELL INSTANTLY 





The Clowns Quickly Switched on and 
the Performance Went as Usual— 
Acrobat Thrall Breaks Both Wrists. 





What nerve means In the circus was 
seen in Madison Square Garden last night 
at the opening performance of the Bar- 
num & Bailey show. It was an exhibition 
of the perils of the business, and the state 
of mind necessary in the performers that 
few who saw it will forget. 

The Garden was comfortably filled. The 
performance had just got under way 
wheh Charles Thrall of the Troupe La- 
mar, who was swinging in midair from a 
trapeze at the extreme western end of 
the Garden, just opposite the main en- 
trance, fell. 

Thrall was revolving with the bar of 
the trapeze as the axis, his feet clamped 
to the bar by some svurt of mechanical 
contrivance. It was a thrilling act, and 
the audience cheered as the rigid figure 
of the performer — shot round and 
round with ever inceasing speed. Just 
opposite him on another trapeze a little 
woman in green tights was doing a siml- 
lar turn. 

Thrall had revolved perhaps twenty 
times, and every eye was focused on‘him 
when suddenly his body left the trapeze, 
up into the air, and then, turning, 
fell a limp mass on the tan bark beneath 
and lay there motionless. | 

In a moment the arena men were at the 
side of the injured performer. Picking 
him gently, they carried him to the 
main entrance and then into the coat 
room, Where he was laid on blankets to 
await the coming of the doctors. 

The performer soon regained consclous- 
ness and suffered great pain.

These two extracts from the letters ol 
a lobbyist, coupled with the assertion in 
another epistle that he had made ar- 
rangements with the Committee on Rules 
of the Senate to block the passage of 
legislation, were typical statements made 
by William H. Buckley in correspondence 
which Supt. William H. Hotchkiss of the 
State Insurance Department produced at 
yesterday’s session of the inquiry into the 
legislative graft distributed the fire 
insurance interests at Albany . They were 
accompanied by the Miles 
Menander Dawson, that in 1905, when 
Dawson the Legislature fae 
vonrig the passage of a bill affecting life 
insurance reserves, Buckley met him in 
the lobby of the Senate Chamber and sug- 
gested that the bill could not pass unlesg 
money was provided for ‘“‘ the boys” bee 
forehand. . 

‘“ He said,’’ declared Mr. Dawson, “ that 
I was getting liberal compensation for 
what I did, and that inagmuch as they 
would have to do more work than I if 
the bill was passed, I ought to divide my 
retainer.’ 


Part Played by E. E. MeCall. 


Buckley, put on the stand immediately 
afterward, admitted the conversation with 
Mr. Dawson up to the point of mention- 
ing money in connection with the trans- 
action. There he entered his denial ang 
so the incident closed. 

Yesterday’s session produced evidence 
in the morning which threw more light 
on the part that Edward E. McCall, now 
a Supreme Court Justice, played in han- 
dling loans of Buckley’s with the Phenix 
Fire Insurance Company while Buckley 
was still an employe of the State Insur- 
ance Department. This evidence moved 
Supt. Hotchkiss to say referring to @ 
published interview with Justice McCall: 

“I resent very seriously what Justice 
McCall said in the newspapers. There is 
no sensationalism in this proceeding, and 
this transaction looks to me as though he 
assisted you [Buckley] in deceiving the 
State Insurance Department as to the 
handling of these loans over the Ist of 
January.’’ 

The story of the day was made up large- 
ly of Buckley’s comments or refusals to 
comment on the letters contained in the 
Sheldon correspondence, save in two de- 
tails of his testimony he exhibited even a 
more utter lack of memory than wags ap- 
parent in his‘first appearance on the wit- 
ness stand the day before. One of these 
lapses came when Mr. Dawson had told nis 
story on the witness stand. Buckley remem- 
bered all about meeting the actuary on 
that day during the legislative session of 
1905 and even recalled that immediately 
after their conversation he, Buckley, had 
gone into a telephone booth to call his 
office. The other occurred in connection 
with the E. E. McCall transaction. Buck- 
ley, with respect to that matter, although 
it antedated any of the legislative ques- 
tions, had the details fairly well fixed in 
his mind. 

Supt. Hotchkiss approached his day's 
task by taking letters of Buckley and 
Sheldon, those of Buckley’s having been 
found in Sheldon’s desk after the insur- 
ance department took possession of the 
Phenix, and those of Sheldon in Sheldon’s 
copy books at the same time, and con- 
sidering them chronologically until the 
close of the legislative session of 1903. 
The data began with the year 1900, and 
Buckley volunteered this explanation otf 
the year-end transfer of his loan with the 
Phenix Insurance Company. 

‘I had a loan,” he said, ‘‘ with the 
North American Trust Company and 1! 
asked Mr. Sheldon to take it up. He did 
not want to do it directly, and so I asked 
Judge McCall to do it. He did 
transferred it to Sheldon.” 


The Checks from Mr. McCall. 


This loan was for $13,000 and was part 
of $61,000 that Buckley borrowed from the 
Phenix, all told.

Mr. Hotchkiss pressed the witness to 
say how he had made arrangements with 
the Committee on Rules to secure the 
passage of the bill, and the best that 
Buckley could reply was that this refer- 
ence in the letter was merely a “ figure 
of speech.”’ 

The Superintendent jumped ahead a lit- 
tle now and showed Bucxiey a letter 
which he wrote to Sheldon on June 6, 
1905, relative to getting a man named 
John Walls reinstated on the fire patrol, 
which the New York Fire Underwriters’ 
kixchange supervises.

While these various ceremonies were 
progressing Cairo was a hotbed of gos- 
sip concerning the safety of Col. Roose- 
velt. The Egyptian Morning News, a 
Nationalist organ, published an open 
letter signed by Sheik Ali Youssef, a 
conservative Nationalist, hailing Col. 
Roosevelt as one of the greatest men 
of the twentieth century and saying: 

“We have been awaiting your ar- 
rival because we admire your noble 
principles and superior virtues, whereof 
vou have given evidence during the 
term of your Presidency of your land.” 

It is remarkable that a large part of 
the letter approves Col. Roosevelt’s 
addresses in the Soudan. Continuing, 
the writer says: , 

“We fear the wealth and happiness 
you will see in Egypt, which is occu- 
pied by a foreign power, will dazzle 
your eyes and lead you to advise the 
audiences who will certainly hear your 
speeches, to endeavor to preserve these 
in statu quo and that you will eulogize 
the occupation of Egypt in the same 
manner you eulogized modern Egypt.

One or two military exhibitions are 
sure to figure in the programme for 
Mr. Roosevelt’s entertainment and will 
include some cavalry and airship ma- 
noeuvres. The Kaiser is breaking his 
holiday cure at Homburg on Mr. Roose- 
velt's account and will come to Berlin 
especially to entertain him, 

For the first two or three days of 
his stay the ex-President- will live on 
American soil at the United States Em- 
bassy, where he and his wife will be 
guests of Ambassador and Mrs. Hill.

OTTAWA, March, 24.—The Hon. W. 8. 
Fielding, Minister of Finance, left this 
afternoon for Washington, where he will 
meet President Taft in another confer- 
ence on the tariff difficulty between the 
two countries. 

Mr, Fielding refused to give any infor- 


mation to-day as to the stage which the 


negotiations have reached, but the pre- 
vailing impression is that when he left 
Mr. Taft at Albany it was with the un- 
derstanding that Canada, to save a tariff 
war, would grant concessions to the United 


States. It is belreved, therefore, that 
after conferring with the Premier Mr. 
Fielding is now empowered to say what 
concessions Canada will make. 

Fears are expressed here that the con- 
cessions may important, but no one 
outside of the Cabinet has been made ac- 
quainted with the nature of the proposals 
—— Canada will make to the United 
States. 


WASHINGTON, March 24.—Ambassador 
Bryce, who called at the White House 
to-day on another matter, was asked 
whether he had discussed the Canadian 
tariff situation with the President, but he 
smilingly declined to affirm or deny the 
suggestion. 

It is understood that in an informal way 
President Taft and Ambassador Bryce 
discussed the matter. The Ambassador's 
interest in the negotiations is not official, 
but it is believed that, with the Presi- 
dent, he hoped some agreement might 
be reached during the next seven days.

OPPOSE ANTI-PLUMAGE BILLS. 


Milliners Say Such Laws Threaten 
Feather Workers—Fight Expected.

TRENTON, N. J., March 24.—There will 
be some radical changes in the styles in 
women’s hats in New Jersey if the Senate 
passes and the Governor signs the Rad- 
cliffs bill put through the Legislature 
last evening. The bill comes from the 
Audubon Society. 

It is an amendment to the Fish and 
Game act, and provides that no person | 
Shall purchase, offer, or expose for sale 
any wild bird after it has been killed or 
caught, and no part of the plumage, skin, 





‘or body of any bird protected by this sec- 


tion shall be sold or had in possession 
for sale. The bill does not apply to the 
feathers of birds of paradise, ostriches, 
domestic fowl, or domestic pigeons. Any 
person violating the proposed law shall 
be subject to a fine of $20 for each of-

Cochrane Alone, His Explanation 
Unsatisfactory, Fails to Re- 
ceive Immunity Bath. 








FOR NEW CITY GOVERNMENT 





Discicsures Start Agitation for Rule by 
Commission Which Has Suc- 
ceeded in Galveston, 





PITTSBURG, March 24.—The immunity 
process instituted by District Attorney 
Blakeley, was extended to-day another 24 
hours, and six men appeared before Judge 
Frazer to take advantage of the promised 
suspended sentence. Robert H. Cochrane, 
an ex-Councilman, alone failed to receive 
the coveted whitewashing. His case was 
taken under consideration by the court. 

‘‘ Bribe givers are barred,” said the Dis- 
trict Attorney in announcing the extension 
‘of the immunity time. No confession will 
help these men, he insisted. 

Out of the present exposure a political 
upheaval is predicted. Agitation has been 
started already for the formation of a 
Commission Government such as has 
proved a success in Galveston, Texas, in 
other Western cities, and now is in par- 
tial usage in Boston, Mass. 

The Grand Jury adjourned at 8 o’clock 
te-night without handing down expected 
presentments. The delay is attributed to 
the dissatisfaction of the District Attor- 
ney over some of the statements made, 
which, if accepted, it is said, will exon- 
erate several prominent men now under 
suspicion, placing the responsibility upon 
‘‘a dead man’s shoulders.’ 

The confessions of the six men before 
Judge Frazer were accompanied by sen- 
sations. The climax came when George 
B. Anderson, an ex-Select Councilman, 
fainted as the court asked him if he had 
ever received money for his vote. Before 
the Judge could finish his question Ander- 
son fell backward, striking his head 
forcibly on the hard wood floor of the 
courtroom. Attendants and attorneys 
rushed to his aid, and when he revived 
he answered the question as though there 
had been no interruption. 

Cochrane admitted receiving 
vote for the bank depository 
and $500 for the ordinance vacating South 
Seventh Street. His admissions startled 
Judge Frazer, woh wanted to know how 
it came that he received so much for 
voting for these measures while other 
Councilmen received much less. Cochrane 
was unable to make a satisfactory ex- 
planation. He insisted that he had dis- 
tributed none of the money. Judge Frazer 
reminded Cochrane that this was a se- 
rious matter and he would have to take 
the case under consideration. Cochrane 
left the courtroom 2 disappointed man. 

William Brand, ex-President of Com- 
mon Council. whose statement to the Dis- 
trict Attorney was so unsatisfactory, was 
sent to the penitentiary to-day to begin 
serving the eighteen months’ sentence 
for bribery on which he was convicted 
some months ago.

YOUNG TYSON IS HARD TO FIND | 


Former Chauffeur Unable to Serve Him 








with Papers in $25,000 Damage Suit. 


Daniel Rohrer. formerly chauffeur of 
J. H. Tyson, the automobile speeder 
of Stamford, Conn., will press a suit for 
$25,000 damages against his former em- 
ployer, in spite of the fact that for about 
two years detectives and Deputy Sheriffs 
have not been able to catch up with the 
young man to serve him with legal pa- 
pers. Patrick J. Rooney, Rohrer’s law- 
yer, of 160 Broadway, made a motion yes- 
terday for the issuance of depositions in 


the case, which is expected to go to trial 
In a few weeks. 


On the night of Sept, 2, 1907, young 
Tyson decided that he would make a 
swift trip from the Riverside Yacht Club, 
near Stamford, Conn., to the Larchmont 
Yacht Club. With a party in his auto 
he set out at a rapia rate. Rohrer was 
installed in a rear seat and Tyson drove 
the car himself. In Greenwich, Conn., 
the car ran intoa telegraph pole. Rohrer, 
hurled through the air, hit the pole, and, 
he alleges, was internally injured. 

He was taken care of by Mr. Tyson, re- 
suming his work as chauffeur. After five 
or six months he left his employ, and 
aoet? in 1908 brought the suit for $25,000 

«mages, alleging that the injuries he had 
sustaine had caused his heart to become 
twice as large as it had been, and had so 
Lor pee en oe that he could do only 

est work, and suffered re 
pain and anguish. sae 

Roone was able to serve the papers 
on Mr. Tyson acquainting him of the suit, 
but since that time he has not been 
captured. The plaintiff wanted to exam- 
ine him as a witness, but he did not ap- 
pear in court. He was called to arswer 
contempt proceedings: again he could not 
be found. He was called to show cause 
why he should not be fined: he could not 
be located. Nor has he been located 
since. 

Once or twice since his sneeding has 
got him in trouble, and days ware set 
for his appearance to give bail or make 
answer to those charges, but when others 
having papers for him appeared in the 
District Attorney's office to serve him 
they found he had attended to his busi- 
ness before they got there. 

He is now —o to be in Florida, 
and the case will go on without him in 
a few weeks if he does not appear, said 
Mr. Rooney yesterday. Rohrer now is a 
night watchman.

Many thousands did obey, however, 
breaking agreements with employers 
and depriving themselves of wages. 
The failure of the general strike ought 
to have been a lesson to labor’s leaders, 
but it wasn't. They began to talk ofa 
State-wida = strike. The Executive 
Council of the State Federation has 
rejected that proposal. The Central 
Labor Unton in Philadelphia wil!l on 
Sunday “consider the advisability of 
calling off the general sympathetic 
etrike.”” Inasmuch as the men who 
went out on the “sympathetic” order 
have gone back to work, that would 
be superfluous. The record of Mr. 
PRATT and the Council of Ten in this 
Philadelphia strike has been one of bad 
judgment, of blundering, and of dismal 
failure.

Drugs are a comparatively unimportant 
part of modern medicine, and without 
them innumerable cases are évery day 
treated by real doctors. The Eddyites, 
however it may bo as to diagnosis, opera- 
tion, and prescription, certainly hold 
themselves out as being able to ‘‘treat’’ 
every one of the human ills the exist- 
ence of which they deny, and they take 
fees fur the treatment with considerably 
more than professional eagerness. They 
do not come within the exception that 
covers the osteopathists, and they cannot 
pretend by either education or experience 
to meet the requirements of the law. 

They are illicit, unlicensed practition- 
ers of medicine, and just aS soon as 
Judges and juries abandon the senseless

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read the letter of Lawrence Ir- 
well, published in Tun TimEs of March 22, 
and headed ‘‘ Confused Diseases.’’ It 
simply furnishes another argument in 
favor of the movement to establish a Na- 
tional Department of Public Health with 
a Cabinet officer at its head. 

I am not going to try to prove that Mr. 
Irwell or that Dr. Hutchinson, Prof. 
Fisher, or Dr. Rogers are wrong. In 
fact, in the main, they are all four of 
them right, but their seemingly contra- 
dictory statements are simply so much ev- 
idence that mortality statistics of this 
country in the past have not been of 
much value. This has been mainly due 
to four causes: 

1. Lack of proper scientific methods. 

2. Lack of uniform laws. 

8. Lack of enforcement of what laws 
were on the statute books. 

4. Too much politics. 

There is just one way to remedy the 
situation, and that is to establish a Na- 
tional Department of Public Health, 
with a Cabinet officer at its head; place 
the management in the hands of competent 
scientific men who are free from political 
Control, and then sée that uniform laws 
are passed throughout the whole country 
in regard to registration of births and 
deaths and in regard to the maintenance 
of proper sanitary conditions and see 
that those laws are properly enforced 
throughout the whole country. 

The total lack of value and even mis- 
leading character of statistics of this 
kind when itmproperly made up, on ac- 
count of the lack of uniform methods, is 
illustrated by a recent classification of the 
deaths among the policy holders of a cer- 
tain life insurance company, according to 
the cause of death, which showed that in 
the territory north of the Ohio and west 
of the Mississippi the number of deaths 
from appendicitis were two and a quarter 
times as great as the number of deaths 
from inflammation of the bowels, while in 
the territory south of the Ohio the numbér 
of deaths from inflammation of the bow- 





citis. 

We will never have the complete and 
the reliable information in regard to the 
statistics which is necessary for intelli- 


people until we have uniform laws and 
uniform methods uniformly enforced; and 
the one thing most needed to bring about 
this result {s the establishment of a prop- 
erly authorized National Department of 
Public Health.

VENEERED FURNITURE. 








Formerly Practiced as an Art and Not 
to Deceive. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If I may be allowed to interject a dissonant 
note on the subject ‘‘ Little Real Mahogany,’’ 
I am prepared to assert that the trick of ve- 
neering mahogany and other valuable hard 
woods is by no means a new thing, and that 
doubtless more pieces represeniing construction 
out of the solid wood can be found to-day than 
could have been many years ago. 

In the old days veneering was an art, and 
according to my observation there are few ex- 
amples of the real—I say it advisedly—antique 
extant in which the beauty of the veneering 
process does not figure. 

The object of the practice may have been 
different, but there it is, nevertheless. How 
else could the delightfully symmetrical panel- 
ing have been accomplished? True it is that 
the veneering of those times was done on hard 
wood, and was done for artistic effect rather 
than for purposes of deception, but the ‘* fak- 
ing '’ of to-day relles more upon staining and 
‘* shoddy *’ (varnish polish) finishing than upon 
veneer. 

I am writing now upon an ancient table the 
beautifully veneered top of which ts a sight to 
see, though its surface shows several carefully 
inserted patches and a few ‘* bubbles."’

Your correspondent, ‘‘M. N. S.,"" appears to 
ignore the fact that the use of veneers of ma- 
hogany or other fine decorative woods is not of 
recent date. In any antique store will be 
found furniture faced with mahogany veneers 
more than fifty years old, generally in-very 
good condition, and in finer figured wood 
than the solid wood furniture. 

The use of solid mahogany and other woods 
has died out for the simple reason that the 
quantity of figured woods needed for manu- 
facturing furniture {s greater than can be 
furnished by the market. Better selections of 
ornamental wood are secured, and ‘veneered 
woods can be used with less waste of time in 
drying or preparation for manufacturing. 

The most objectionable feature in imitation 
furniture is the use of atained birch or cherry, 
solid wood. The staining ts too dark and 
heavy looking; not only this, but the wood is 
of a questionable durability, warps badly, and 
does not hold together well at all. The glued 
joints give way rapidly, and the use of nails 
or screws is next to impossible to put it to- 
gether again.

PERSONAL TAXES. 








Maintains That Law to Omit Them 
Would Be Unconstitutional. 


Tc the Editor of The New York Times: 
The right of taxation ts originally a@ conces- 


purpose of maintaining government for the 
proper protection of persons and property. It 
inevitably follows, such being the fact, that the 
taxation aliowed should bear with equal force 
on all property so protected, real and personal. 
It is unjust and unfair that because of ineffi- 
cient and unbusinesslike methods of assessment 
and collection in the personal tax that it should 
be abandoned, and not improved and made 
efficient, and that the burden should be shifted 
and laid on already heavily taxed real estate. 
I do not believe that the contemplated law ex- 
empting personal property fron: assessment and 
taxation, as proposed by Messrs. Gaynor and 
Purdy, {s constitutional in view of Article 
III., Section 18, which says: ‘* The Legislature 
shall not pase any bill exempting any person 
or persons from real or personal taxes."’ 

That the Constitution contemplates both real 
and personal property as the basis of taxation 
is further shown by Article VIII., Section 10, 
which says: ‘‘ The amount of taxes raised for 
county or city taxes in any one year shall 
not exceed 2 per cent. of the aggregate as- 
sessed value of real and personal property In 
such year.”’ 

If the Tax Department will study the meth- 
ods and plans adopted in other States and cities 
to gather in the ‘‘ personal tax dodgers” it 
would discover that the tax from personal prop- 
erty now so meagre would be increased many 
hundred thousand dollars per year, and the 
burden more equally distributed among those 
who are under the protection of the Govern- 
ment, THOMAS BD.

A young girl in a dainty sailor suit, 
who was pretty even with her head 
thrown back and her mouth wide open, 
sat on the platform of thse auditorium of 
the Academy of Medicine yesterday after- 
oon. Over her stood: Dr. William Kelly 
Simpson, who teaches the cure of nose, 
throat, and ear maladies in the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons. Dr. Simp- 
son held aloft a pint bottle half filled 
rerely with warm water and half a table- 
spoonful of salt. To the bottle was con- 
nected a rubver tube. Dr. Simpson placed 
the tube in tne smaller nostril of the 
pretty young girl’s nose. One nostril, it 
is well known, is always a little larger 
than the other in almost every human 
being. Then he proceeded to show four 
hundred mothers, wives, and sisters who 
had gathered at the academy to watch 
the demonstration how easily they could 
cure themselves and their families of 
cemmon colds, and most of the other ail- 
ments to which the sensitive membranes 
of the nose, ear, and throat are subject. 

‘*Not one person in a thousand knows 
the proper way even to perfom such a 
cecmmonplace act as blowing one’s nose,”’ 
Dr. Simpson said. ‘It is very dangerous 
to pinch one’s nose hard and blow both 
nostrils at once. Particles of infection 
are liable to be blown up the tube and 
cause earache. Always blow one nostril 
at a time. When children have earache 


parents have also a horrible way of put-- 
ting household remedies—sweet oil, para-. 


gcric, 
ears. 
ear aren't able to absorb them, and they 
are likely to coliect inside and make 
the ear ache much worse. 

“As for common, ordinary colds, they 
are caused mostly by drafts. There are 
three turbanated bones, one right above 
another, in the upper recesses of the ear. 
They are supplied with an unusually large 
amount of mucous membrane. This mem- 
brane can expand and contract. When we 
get into a. draft the membrane protects 
the lungs by swelling. Thus the nose 
becomes closed. If you want to avoid 
colds douche out the nose every morning. 
Do to your children what I am doing to 
this young lady. This cleanses the mem- 
brane and keeps the microbes from in- 
fecting it.’’ 

Before Dr. Simpson told how to cure 
eclds the venerable Dr. Abraham Jacobi, 
whom Chairman Rosalie Slaughter Mor- 
ton introduced as having practised in this 
city for fifty years, told the mothers, 
wives, and sisters how colds may be 
avoided.

How Colds Are Caused. 


“Colds are caused by a sudden surface 
chilling of the skin,’ he said. ‘‘ This 
makes the bloodvessels of the skin con- 
tract. When the skin bloodvessels con- 
tract the bloodvessels in other parts of 
the body become congesied. This state of 


congestion permits the microbes, which, in 
every pera gradually collect on the out- 
side of the mucous membrane, to get in 
deeper and begin their mischievous work. 
When the membrane is normal there are 
a lot of microscopic cells which keep the 
germs from entering the circulation. But 
as soon as the membrane becomes irri- 
tated these microscopic celis are swept 
away and the membrane is unprotected. 
Don't soften and weaken your own and 
your children’s tissues by too much 
warmth. Strengthen the tissues by grad- 
ually habituating them to cold air and 
water. Rub them with coarse towels 
every morning. 

“ Mothers who expose the calves of their 
children’s legs to cold by making ‘them 
wear silly nether garments are not wo- 
men—they are ladies, who should never 
have had any children at all,’ continued 
the venerable physician. ‘People also 
catch cold by putting their hands in their 
pockets and exposing their wrists. I 
catch cold every time my feet get in a 
draft. So-called ‘‘ chest protectors’’ bene- 
fit chiefly the people who sell them. The 
philosophy of dress is to remember that 
immovable air is a bad qpnductor. That 
{is why we have double windows in our 
houses. That is also why two pair of thin 
socks are warmer than one pair of thick 
socks. Drafts, by 
bloodvessels, sometimes cause facial par- 

alysis and stiff neck. While taking cold 

baths and rubbing down lower the win- 
dow even if vou have slept with it open 
all night. If vour cold bath isn’t fol- 
lowed by the glow of reaction, temper it 
next time. Cold feet are a sign sometimes 
of a small heart.’’ 


Adenoid Operations Too Frequent. 


Dr. Jacobi said that adenoids were oper- 
ated on too often nowadays. Most opera. 
tions performed for adencids could be 
avoided if parents would only douche the 
children’s nostrils and ear passages mee 
half a teaspoonful of salt and a oP ° 
warm water morning and evening. White 
taking it the patient solud sit straight up, 
throw the head back, open the mouth, and 
draw in the solution through the smaller 
nostril. Colds, tonsilitis, and even snor- 
ing and restless sleep could be prevented 
inthisway. 

Dr. Emily Levi told the mothers that 
colds might be caused even by gastro- 
intestinal indiscretions and great mental 
strains. ‘‘ The bloodvessels are controlled 
by the nerves, and when some bloodves- 
sels are forced to contract and others to 
expand the bacteria are not thrown Off,’’ 
she explained to them. 

Dr. Mary McMillan said that ‘‘ common 
colds would be uncommon”’ in the next 
generation, because in davs to come moth- 
ers will make their children douche their 
noses and ears with salt and warm water, 
after the manner described by Drs. Jacobi 
and Simpson, just.as present-day mothers 
make their children brush their teeth and 
wash thelr hands. 


FAIRBANKS WELCOMED HOME. 


Ex-Vice President Greeted by Indian- 
apolis After Trip Around World. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ird., March 24.—In- 
dianapolis and Indiana to-day welcomed 
ex-Vice President Charles W. Fairbanks 
and Mrs. Fairbanks home from a year’s 
trip around the world. 

The committee in charge of the recep- 
tion met Mr. and Mrs. Fairbanks at the 
Union Station and they were escorted to 
the Soldiers and Satlcrs’ Monument by 
soidiers from Fort Benjamin Harrison, 
and by many citizens in automobiles. 
Crowds thronged the line of march, and 
at the Post Office Building were gath- 
ered thousands of school children, to 
whom Mr. Fairbanks spoke briefly. 

At Monument Place a formal address 
of welcome was delivered by Gov, Thomas 
R. Marshall. 

‘‘For one full year this distinguished 
citizen of Indiana has been encircling the 

globe,” said the Governor. ‘“‘He has 
visited all lands and everywhere he has 
maintained the dignity and standing of 
American citizenship. He comes back to 
us, marvelous as it may seem, without 
the blood of man or beast upon his 
hands.”’

Strauss’s “ Symphonia 
Played—Mme. Sembrich the Soloist. 


The Boston Symphony Orchestra fs in 
New York on its last visit of the season, 
and gave its evening concert in Carnegie 
Hall last evening. The orchestral num- 
bers were Beethoven's ‘ Coriolanus’ 
overture, Schumann's B flat symphony, 
and Sitrauss’s “ Symphoina Domestica.”’ 
There was an unusual pleasure offered 
the listeners in the fact that the soloist 
was Mme. Sembrich, whose appearance 
in orenestral concerts have been rare. 

Schumann's sy mphony was put on the 
“rogramme, no doubt, as a reminder of 
the approach of his hundredth birthday. 
The music retains its freshness and vi- 
tality, its buoyancy of spirit in a remark- 
able degree, and there are pages of in- 
finite charm in it, upon which time seems 
to have laid no withering touch. This 
innate nobility and dis- 
tinction. and the comparison between this 
ard the innate commonplaceness and triv- 
fairy of Richard Strauss’s colossal ** Do- 
mrestiec Symphony,’ which came later 
upon the programme, must have present- 

itself to everybody in the audience. 
Schumann's writing for orchestra may 
have lacked the highest skill and tech- 
nical accomplishment; Strauss has in- 
finite dexterity, unlimited bagfuls 
tricks that he lets loose in this preten- 
tious work. But so far as his baggage of 
musical ideas is concerned, it could be | 
wrapped in a small paper parcel. The 
symphony of Schumann was heard with 
the greatest pleasure—the outbursts of 
applause was loud and demonstrative,

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WATCHMAN LOOTED 
TIFFANY MANSION 


Goods Worth More Than $10,000 
Taken by Private Policeman 
In Two Months.

CONFESSES TO POLICE 





Madison Avenue House Had Been Kept 
Up by Miss Tiffany Just as It Was 
When Her Father Died. 





The desire of Miss Louise H. Tiffany 
to keep the family residence at 255 Madi- 
son Avenue in exactly the condition that 
her father, Charles Tiffany, left it when 
he died, seven years ago, is said by thc 
police to be responsible for the loss by 
robpery uf from $2,000 to $10,000 worth of 
clothes and draperies from the closed 
home. 


The goods are supposed to have been 
stolen by a special watchman, in whose 
home much property was found. 

Central Office Detectives Corn and Fits- 
patrick stumbled upon William Hoffman, 
the watchman, last night while he was 
entering a pawn shop at Fourth Avenue 
and Forty-second Street. 

Upon his arm was a woman's automo- 
bile coat, and he had several bracelets 
and other bits of jewelry in his hand. 
The detectives watched the man go into 
One pawnshop after another until he 
pawned all except the overcoat. That he 
checked at the Grand Central Station. He 
was starting downtown in the Subway 
when the detectives nabbed him. 

When searched at Headquarters, a@ reg- 
ulation police revolver was .found in 
Hoffman’s rear pocket. A private de- 
tective agency badge was pinned upon 
his vest. 


House Kept Up by. Daughter. 


Miss Tiffany has kept up the Madison 
Avenue residence for seven years even to 


the point of having the daily papers de- 
livered just as they were when her fath- 
er Was alive. However, she seldom visited 
the house and the watchman she kept 
on duty there was suposed to have ac- 
cess only to a single room on the base- 
ment floor, 

Patrolman Benton Bagley was found on 
duty last night, 

“Know where Miss 
repeated. ‘‘ Why, she hasn't been 
months. I've taken the papers in.each 
morning, and watched here for over a 
year and I’ve seen her only a few times. 
I punch the time clock here in the door- 
way when I come, and so do the other 
patrolmen. There are three of us, anda 
man named Ross is in charge. He has 
been here seven years, ever since Miss 
Tiffany closed the house. 

“Hoffman was the third man. Hea 
joined the force only two months ago, 
4nd was on duty from 9 o'clock , 
o'clock. I never knew of any one having 
keys to the upstairs portion of the house, 
and I relieved Hoffman at 5 o'clock this 
afternoon. 

‘He told me he was also doing a trick 
as Watchman in a pawnshop at Third 
Avenue and Ninety-sixth Street, whers 
he watched from midnight to 6 o'clock.” 

Police Say Watchman Confessed. 

The police say that Hoffman broke 
down at Headquarters and told of says- 
tematically robbing the house where neé 
was on guard since late tn January. He 
said he had used a set of duplicate keys 
and had found the wardrobes upon the 
upper floors filled with clothing and ex- 
pensive drapings. 

The last time Miss Tiffany was at the 
house was more than a month ago, when 
there was a leak In the plumbing and she 
had to come to let the plumbers in and 
superintend their work. 

The watchmen, upon discovering 
leak, were unable to find 
6) they communicated with her through 
the banker, who lives next 
door. He sent her the word that brought 
her to the house with the plumbers. 

Miss Tiffany's brother, Louis Tiffany, 
lives at 27 East Seventy-Second street. 
Callers at the house last night knew 
nothing of anything wrong at the Madi- 
son avenue residence. Miss Tiffany, who 
was at the Waldorf, was greatly shocked 
to learn of the robberies. She confirmed 
the statement that there was mich val- 
uable property on the upper floors which 
the watchman could have taken had he 
gained access to the rooms. 

Loot Found itn His Home, 

In his confession Hoffman told Detec- 

tives Corn and Fitzpatrick that they 


would find a trunk in his home in Brook- 
lyn filled with loot from the Tiffany 
house, te suid he had pawned property 
in all parts of the city, always tearing up 
the tickets @s8 s00n as he hed received his 
money. 

The detectives went to his house at 
1,346 Seventy-first Street, where they 
found Mrs. Hoffman, a beautiful voung 
woman, and her thre young daughters. 
She said her husband owned the house, 
a two-story structure, and that the fur- 
nishings included such things as solid 
gold mirrors and a solid silver table serv- 
ice. The linen was of the finest quality, 
some of it hemstitched by hand. 

In the trunk Hoffman had referred to 
the detectives discovered 110 pleces of 
clothing, a number of gold bracelets, dia- 
mond brooches, amethyst pins, and many 
gold and silver trinkets. They took the 
trunk and its contents to Police Head- 
quartere. They did not touch the linen 
and silver found in the house, but made 
a list of it, and said that it would he 
necessary for Miss Tiffany to identify 
it before they could seize it. 

Told Her He Bought Stuff at Auction. 
Mis. Hoffman sald her husband told 


her he got his valuable belongings at auc- 
tion sales, and that he had been bringing 
them home for several months. She had 
never dreamed, she aaid, that he had been 
stealing them. and was prostrated at the 
rews of his arrest. 

No search of the Tiffany residence was 
made last night, but the police said that 
from the amount of property already lo- 
cated an estimate of $10,000 would be low 
for the stolen valuables. Hoffman said 
that he had no idea what the real value 
of what he took was, but that it would 
be somewhere between $2,000 and $10,000.

‘*Congress has proposed to the States 
an amendment to the Federal Constitu- 
ticn to permit @ tax upon incomes without 
apportionment among the States in pro- 
portion to population,’ said Mr. Purdy.

Our Lack of Taxing Power. 
The power to levy a tax on incomes is 
an ordinary attribute of ‘sovereignty 
which every Government ought to pos- 
sess, and every Government exeept our 
own, does possess. In the chief countries 
of the world an income tax is part of 


the ordinary revenue system. Every one 
admits that the United States should in 
emergencies have the power to tax in- 
comes. That admission renders necessary 
the ratification of the amendment. 

‘*Some form of direct taxation, which 
can be increased or reduced as occasion 
requires, is an absolute necessity, if we 
are to have economy in Federal expendi- 
ture. Under existing conditions no body 
of citizens has any ex. gre reason to 
insist upen economy persons paying 
an income tax knew that extravagance 
meant an increase in the income tax rate 
all their influence would be exerted in 
favor of economy. 

“There is a demand for taxes propor- 
tioned to wealth, as that term is com- 
monly understood.

The corpora- 
tion tax has all of the vices and none of 
the virtues of an income tax. The law 
selects common stockholders and imposes 
the whole burden upon them, ‘rhe tax is 
very heavy on some common stockholders 
and very light on others, 
exemption of bondholders and holders of 
preferred stock, 

a: oe alleged as though it were an 
objection that an income tax is a means 
of taxing rich States for the benefit of 
poor States. An income tax will certainly 
enable us to tax, in proportion to their 
incomes, those who get the largest share 
of the annual product, and we can tax 
them whether we live in Eastern States 
or in Evrope. The Eastern States and 
Europe are the home of those who in 
effect are absentee landlords. Why should 
they not be require od to pay for the sup- 
port of the United States in proportion 
to the income they receive? 

“It is alleged that an income tax puts 
a premium on fraud and that it cannot be 
collected fairly. It is compared with the 
personal tax as we know it in this coui- 
try. leven if the»methods of assessing the 
income tax were no better than the meth- 
ods of assessing the personal tax, the 1n- 
come tax W ould be vastly better, because 
it is sO much lighter and so much more 
effective. The income tax, however, need 
not be assessed in the crude fashion of 
the persona! tax. 

‘“ A comparison of the two forms of tax- 
ation merely shows ignorance. Three- 
fifths of the British income tax is col- 
lected without reliance upon any _ state- 
ment of the persons whose income is 
taxed, without inquisitomal procedure 
and with almost absolute exactness. In 
all cases where it is possible the British 
income tax is collected before the income 
reaches the person entitled to receive It. 
No State can imitate this method be- 
cause its jurisdiction is not sufficiently 
extensive, but the United States can imi- 
tate it, aod perhaps improve it. 

‘Tt is said bv some that an income tax 
is the fairest tax ever devised. I do not 
subscribe to that statement, but it is un- 
doubtedly the fairest tax that is now 
practicable for Federal purposes In the 
(Tnited States.’’

Hansen alleges that Mr. Walsh caused 
to be published in a Denver newspaper 
July 12, 1905, a statement in which, it is 
alleged, he referred to Hansen as a 
“blackmailer and perjurer.’’ The plain- 
tiff says he was retained by Violet Wat- 
son. a minor, to prosecute a suit against 
Waish which he filed September 6, 1904, 
in the New York courts. He retained as 
associate counsel ex-Secretarv of the 
Treasury John G, Carlisle. Before the 
case came to a hearing, Hansen says, 
Walsh's attorneys effected a settlement 
for 855,000 and refused to settle his claim 
for attorney’s fees. 

He declares that the defendant then en- 
tered into a conspiracy to ruin his stand- 
ing as a member of the New York bar, 
and caused charges to be preferred against 
him with the Grievance Committee of the 
Bar Association. Only a portion of these 
charges were sustained, he says, and he 
was disbarred for one year.

President Has neveresd His Predeces- 
sor’s Policy, Dr. McGee Says. 


Closing a lecture on ‘‘ The Conservation 
Movement’’ at the American Museum of 
Natural History last night Dr. W. J. 
McGee, Secretary of the Inland Water- 


way Commission, made comparison, as 
many in the audience thought, between 
President Taft and his policies and Lin- 
coln and hts. Dr. McGee had been telling 
his hearers that our forests will only last 
trom twenty-five to thirty-three yeurs 
at the present rate of consumption, that 
our hign grade of iron ore will be con- 
sumed py ivdU, and that we » only have coal 
enough to last for a couple of centuries. 
Sudcenly he leaned forward and cunh- 
tinued: 
To whom does this country belong? 

he asked. “It belongs to the people oO 
the United States. ‘heir rights are para- 
mount, and they are competent under the 
Constitution to control their own 4s they 
will, A modern idea has grown up that 
the American people are not able to gov- 
ern. Have we forgotten that great pre- 
cept of Lincoln, ‘A Government of the 
people, by the poops: for the people, shall 
not perish from the earth’? Other ex- 
pressions have arisen, and they have 
come from high places, too. Listen: ‘ Ours 
is a Government by party. If it is not 
by party we might as well go out of busi- 
ness. It is for you Americans to say 
whether the earlier of these statements is 
not the true one. The issue to-day is the 
elective privilege. Shall we have @ Gov- 
ernment of the people for the interests 
of privilege or not? The future of Amer- 
ica depends on the American people w ho 
are entitled to use the elective function.’ 

FRarlier in the evening Dr. McGee said 
that more than 80 per cent of the lumber 
lands in this country are in the hands of 
monopolies. 

‘This cuts off industrial independence,” 
he said, ‘“‘and creates a population of in- 
dustrial dependents exercising no indus- 
trial development rights save at the be- 
hest of monopolists. Only “nine million 
of our voters to-day are industrially in- 
dependent. Another nine million are in- 
dustrially dependent, nominally exercis- 
ing the franchise privilege, but really 
only doing so at the behest of captains 
of industry and other industrial employ- 
ers. 

Turning to his own particular subject 
of investigation, Dr. McGee said: 

“There is a confusion to-day in this 
country as to the rights connected with 
water. You in New York City have 
learned that water is of paramount value 
transcending that of land. You see the 
true relation between water and land 
here, land being merely a purtenance 
to water. How long will it be before the 
rural population learns what you have— 
that the rights to water reside with the 
people? Shall we allow private indi- 
viduals, as in the case of coal and lum- 
ber, to exploit this resource solely for 
private profit? Six trillion tons of.fresh 
water is our total calibre a year. There 
is a consumption of 4,400 tons of water 
per inhabitant a year. On a land basis 
this country could sustain a population of 
two billions. 

‘‘On a water basis it could sustain only 
a population of a billion, which at the 

resent rate of increase will come about 


n three centuries or in about the time's 


since the Pilgrims landed. It is high time 
that the American people take a greater 
interest in the water question, for it de- 
pends on them whether it will pass under 
the control of private monopoly.’

Second Committee of Minority 
Holders Opposed to Surrender 
to Lake Shore atPrice Offered. 


PROFITS DIVERTED, THEY SAY 











And Gentlemen in Hecking Deal Are

M. Stockholders Don’t Share. 





A minority committee of the Kanawha 
& Michigan stockholders who are OoOp- 
posed toe the offer of purchase by the 
Lake Shore and the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
made through another minority committee 
headed by Gecrge D. Mackay, issued a 
circular yesterday to minority stock- 
holders urging co-operation. The mem- 
bers of the new committee are John S&S. 
Stanton, Chairman; David H. Gould, and 
Samuel Untermyer. W. C. Taylor, 37 
Well Street, is Secretary of the Com- 
mittee. 

One of the committee said yesterday 
that plans were now being formed. 
Whether these will lead to a suit will de- 
pend, he said, upon the treatment the 
minority stockholders may receive. 

The offer made through the Mackay 
committee was a net price of 70% for the 
outstanding minority stock. The Stanton 
committee contends that this is too low 
in view of the present and prospective 
earning capacity of the road. Moreover, 
the committee holds that the minority 
holders have not been fairly treated in 
the past by the Hocking Valley interests 
which have controlled the property. On 
this point the committee says in its circu- 
lar: 

Your committee is satisfied after a tho- 
ough investigation of the history of the 
company that the rights of the minority 
stockholders have not been safeguarded 
as they should have heen; that its property 
and profits have been diverted in unlawful 
ways, and that large amounts of money 
are recoverable in the interests of the share- 
holders. 

The committee advises against the sale or 
the stock at anything like the pr that -e 
now being offered.

The entire Southwest needs rain, and 
early ample moisture would improve condi- 
tions materially.

The mos? unfavorable re- 
ports from Kansas come from the central 
parr of the State, but with timely rains {t 
is expected that a norma] crop will be pro- 
duced, as the area of Winter wheat killed 
has been offset by the increased acreage. 
The greatest damage has been to eariv. 
sown wheat. and it is regarded as certain 
that some of the fields will be abandoned 
although ft may not be very much over 
the annual average. 
The returns from Indiana and Ohio are. 
on the whole, favorable, though poor in 
some localities. The Iilinois crop is es- 
timated at 60 per cent. of last year. at 
this time. The damage in Nebraska js 
put at trom 20 to 25 per cent. with an in- 
crease, however, of 7 per cent: in the acre- 
age. In Michigan the situation {4s con- 
sicered favorable, with a larger acreage 
also than last year. 
In Missouri it is estimated that the 
has been damaged as much as 60 per 
cent., with the estimates of increased 
acreage ranging from 10 to 90 per cent. 
Oklahoma, with an acreage increase of 
19 per cent., reports wheat in excellent 
condition, but in Texas drought is a men- 
ace. in Kentucky reports are favorable 
and in Tennessee increased acreage is 
thougnt to offset the 10 per cent. damage 
reported.

| LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 





Daughters of the Confederacy Must 
Pay Full Duty on Statuary. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers yesterday refused to remit a tax 
of 45 per cent. imposed by the Collector 
of Customs at New Orleans on a bronze 


group imported by Albert Weiblen for 
the Daughters of the Confederacy at Ya- 
zoo, Miss. The group was returned for 
duty as ‘*‘ manufactures in chief value of 
metal nat specially provided for’’ at 45 
per cent, 

The importer alleged that the group is 
a first cast from the original model made 
by a sculptor, and that the casting was 
finished by him, and should therefore be 
dutiable as ‘‘ statuary ’’ at 20 per cent. or 
free of duty as statuary under Paragraph 
649 as having been imported for and by 
order of the Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy, an incorporated society. Judge 
Waite, who writes the decision for the 
board, says that the statements in the 
official protest are unsupported by evi- 
dence, which renders it impossible for 
the board to uphold the contentions raised, 
He says: 

‘We are not warranted in disturbing 
the assessment, as there is nothing in the 
record to prove that sufficient handwork 
has been done on this group to remove it 
from the class of commercial bronzes 
(uniformiy held dutiable as manufact- 
ures of metal) into the statuary class. 
[t not being satisfactorily proved that 
this production is statuary within the 
meaning of that term as defined by the 
board and the courts, it is not classifia- 
ble under Paragraph 454. For the same 
reason, it is not entitled to free entry 
under Paragraph 649, as the term ‘ stat- 
uary’ in the latter paragraph is con- 
trolled by the definition of the word 
found in Paragraph 454. The protest is 
overruled.”’ 

Acting in harmony with a decision of 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, the board 
sustained a claim filed by the Jena Com- 
pany of Philadelphia. It is held that so- 
called klinger glasses, giving a prismatic 
effect, are dutiable properly at the rate 
of 45 per cent.

WASHINGTON, March 24.—The upper 
observations Thursday at Mount Weather by 
means of kites showed westerly winds and.
